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SEPTEMBER  UNIFORM  PRICE  $4.59 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A"  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the 
Fort  Wayne  milk  order  in  September  1964s  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price 
of  $4.59  per  hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3.5%.  A butterfat  differential 
of  7.3  cents  for  each  one  tenth  of  one  percent  that  individual  tests  vary 
above  or  below  the  3.5%  standard  will  be  used.  This  minimum  price  is  subject 
to  hauling  charges.  The  computation  of  the  minimum  blend  price  is  shown  on 
page  5 and  the  class  prices  on  page  4. 

The  $4.59  price  for  September  1964 , is  56  cents  above  the  August  1964 
price,  and  13  cents  above  the  September  1963  price.  This  $4,59  blend  price 
includes  about  42  cents  derived  from  funds  paid  into  the  pool  by  handlers 
under  the  "Louisville  Plan"  in  April,  May,  and.  June  of  this  year. 


PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 

Approved  producers  shipped  19,597,968  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
market  during  September  1964,  of  which  16,360,528  pounds  or  83.5%  was 
utilized  in  Class  I by  15  pool  handlers.  Production  was  down  5,9%  from 
August  1964.  Class  I utilization  of  producer  milk  was  up  4.5%  from  August  1964. 


OCTOBER  CLASS  I PRICE  $4.44 

$1.20  was  added  to  the  September  basic  formula  price  of  $3,24  (Wisconsin- 
Minnesota  Series)  to  establish  the  Fort  Wayne  Class  I price  for  October. 

This  price  of  $4.44  is  nine  cents  more  than  the  September  Class  I price. 


NUMBER  OF  MILK  COWS  CONTINUES  TO  DECLINE 

The  number  of  milk  cow's  on  farms  in  the  United  States  in  June  was 
estimated  at  16,072,000,  do\«?T).  2.9  percent  from  a year  earlier.  The  rate 
of  decline  was  about  the  same  as  reported  for  June  1963.  However,  the  drop 
is  slightly  larger  than  the  2.7  percent  average  since  1953, 

Over  the  past  25  years,  the  June  estimate  of  milk  cow  numbers  has 
been  about  the  same  as  the  annual  average  number  for  the  year,  the  difference 
being  less  than  one- tenth  of  1 percent.  Based  on  this,  the  average  nimiber 
of  milk  cows  in  1964  will  be  abo^it  16.1  million. 

Milk  cow  numbers  in  June  were  less  than  in  June  1963  in  all  regions  of 
the  country.  Decreases  ranged  from  1.8  percent  in  the  East  North  Central 
(Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Michigan,  and  Wisconsin)  to  5.6  percent  in  the 
South  Central.
